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A PRECEDENT

Many years ago Mr 
chief of the fire brigade, provided Edmonton 
with a highly efficient and very inexpensive 
plan for keeping side-walks clear of snow in 
the down town section, together with the neces- 
sary equipment, motive power, operating crew, 
and whatever supervision was required, 

The equipment of a few boards 
which the fire laddies nailed fogether in an idle 
hour to make a snow plow. The motive power 
was supplied by a horse from the department. 
Manned by a couple of men from the brigade, 
this primitive but very practical device plowed 
out miles of walks in the early morning after 
every fresh snow-fall, to the immense delight 
and lingering gratitude of the pedestrian public 

Edmonton has many more miles of 
now that it had then. Still, with thousands of 
men on relief, plenty of cheap boards available, 
and horses idling away their lives, it should be 
possible to work out some arrangement along 
these inexpensive lines by which side-walks on 
the main streets in residential and semi-business 
sections could be cleared and kept clear of 
freshly-fallen snow, and taxpayers enabled to 
get down to the city hall to pre-pay their taxes 
without wallowing to their knees. 


THAT ADVERSE BALANCE 

Washington reports that during November 
the United States imported from Canada goods 
to the value of $17,128,000, while exporting to 
Canada goods to the value of $22,708,000, thu 
succeeding in giving us $5,500,000 in “kind” 
more than they got from us. '

out from Ottawa, but there never is complete 
agreement between the returns of two countries 
regarding their trading activities.

According to the Dominion returns, the 
balance for November is of about the same 


size, and on the same side of the ledger, as the 


average for the twelve months. During the 
year, it is shown, our imports from the United 
States amounted to $213,000,000, while our ex- 
ports to that country totalled $163,000,000, a 
difference of $50,000,000. 

If an adverse balance of trade with any other 
country is an avoidable disadvantage, and 


curable by raising the tariff against the good: 
of that country, it is plain that Canada needs a 
still higher tariff wall against the products of 
the United States. It does not, of course, need 
anything of the kind in reality; but according 
to the theory that imports are a preventable 
curse it does; and that is the theory upon which 
Canada’s trade policy is founded. 

To sell without buying wherever possible, 
and to buy nowhere more than we sell, are the 
main tenets in the rigidly exclusive tariff creed 
that has been applied to our foreign commerce 
during the last three years. Well, we are not 
doing that in our trading operations with the 
United States. Will parliament be absurd 
enough to stand by its declared principles and 
hoist our “Haman's gallows” tariff a few cubits 
more? 


THE ONE WAY OUT 

President Beatty of the C.P.R. is a constitu- 
tional optimist. The annual review and New 
Year message which he addressed to the Cana- 
dian public is conclusive proof. It is an heroic 
attempt to reconcile a hope of improvement in 
conditions with the hope-forbidding doctrines 
of the “orthodox” hard-scrabble school of econ- 
omists. That can’t be done, but Mr. Beatty 
makes the best of the hopeless case. Where he 
fails, others need not try. 

The message opens with expression of 
belief that “Canada has made sound, construc- 
tive progress” during the past year, and has 
“definitely emerged from the worst phases of 
this depression.” 

3ut that high level of confidence cannot be 


an 


held. The review proceeds to a dis concerting 
anti-climax; that the railway situation in 
Canada is the worst ever, about the worst 


imaginable; that the loss of Canada’s position a 
chief exporter of breadstuffs has robbed the 
transportation systems of the traffic whereby 
they lived; that it may take years to bring the 
volume of freight traffic back to its former pro 
portions; that the railways in 1933 loaded 
150,000 fewer cars than in 1932; that C.P.R. gross 
revenue for ten months of the year dropped 
nearly $10,000,000; that only unprecedented 
“economy” and ruthless efficiency served to keep 
expenses within range of revenue, resulting in 
a decrease in net earnings of “only” $425,000; 
that the railway problem places Canada “in a 
state of real economic peril”; from which Mi 
Beatty thinks it can only escape by merging the 
two crippled railway systems and placing them 


under a single--and private—management. 

If this sorry description of the plight of the 
railways, and the reasons therefor, does not 
harmonize with the view that the country is 
making progress toward recovery, that is be- 
cause the process of recovery and the process 


of deflation are two absolutely hostile and 
neutralizing forces 
As Mr. Beatty says, Canadians and their 


business institutions “have gone far to rearrange 
their activities in conformity with the changed 
conditions under which they must now work 
and live.” That is true. And precisely the 
farther we have gone in that direction, the 
longer the road we shall have to travel to get 
back to any condition of appreciable prosperity. 

This is a depression of plenty, not of scarcity. 
It is not to be cured by the remedies of so-called 
“economy” which were applied, and perhaps 
were necessary, in depressions of the other type. 
Cutting wages, dismissing men, curtailing public 
service, are expedients which may avail for the 
moment to keep outgo in line with diminishing 
revenue; but they only intensify the difficulties 
from which the country is suffering, and must 
in the long run react to the injury of the rail- 
ways and all other interests. Restricting buying 
power prevents goods being sold, kills railway 
traffic, checks business generally, and retards 
any normal increase in employment. 

There is no such thing as salvation for Can- 
ada through retrenchment. We are carrying 
too heavy a load of debt for that. To stabilize 
incomes on the present pitiful level would only 
be to exchange an early collapse of the nation’s 
business for lingering agony and ultimate 
wholesale repudiation of obligations. 

Short of a change in public policy that will 
restore trade to the country, buying power to 
the public, and traffic to the railways, expecta- 
tions of any early and substantial improvement 
in general conditions are only illusions.

The Passing Show

Howard Scott, chief Technocrat got off 
rather easily, if he only knew it, a few nights 
ago at Salt Lake City when, after an hour and 
a half's lecture on the new Millenium a chap 
at question time wanted to know “if it is trut 


that modern Science has not yet invented a 
satisfactory machine for pretzel-bending”. Take 
the case of Lord Beaverbrook and his advocacy 
of isolation for Great Britain from foreign 
affairs. 


Many people beside my lord of Beaverbrook 
agree that the results from the League of 
Nations, outside of a flock of encouraging 
speeches from paid executives and politicians 
with enviable expense accounts for visits to 
Geneva, have not been very great. But with- 
drawing from the League at the present time 
and letting the world go rip, is another mat- 
ter. Even the expense of the League with seven 
pound a week stenographers and everybody con- 
nected with it riding on the cushions, comfort- 
ably upholstered inside and out, isn’t much be- 
side the expense of even a little war. Naturally 
when Beaverbrook began a newspaper cam- 
paign with his accustomed vigor for a policy 
of isolation, he was bombarded with protests 
and questions. 

There’s something about the possession of 
money and influence that gives an aristocratic 
twist of mind to a type of successful Canadian, 
and my lord Beaverbrook in disdaining to reply 
to the common herd, intimated that if Sir Nor- 
man Angell, well known pacifist, cared to ad- 
dress questions to him, he would make answer. 

Sir Norman did. Here are the questions: 

1. Does Lord Beaverbrook agree that Brit- 
ain’s political independence, prosperity, free- 
dom from unemployment, industry and trade 
are most endangered by war, whether it be 
victorious or not, since victory has not enabled 
us to defend our trade, which dwindles and 
dwindles; nor our monetary system; nor pre- 
vent disastrous financial collapse; nor the dis- 
ruption of our Empire? 

2. Does he agree that if we pile on our al- 
ready shaken and disordered economic system 
further dislocations (unpayable debts, revo- 
lutions), which we now know are the necessary 
legacy of war then it will probably finish off 
the present order in chaos? 

Is it Lord Beaverbrook’s general view that 
the best way to prevent that recurrence is to 
continue the old armament competition? If so, 
on what ground does he believe that the old 
method will not produce the old result? 

4. For a nation to be secure under the old 
competitive principle it must be stronger than 
any probable rival. What becomes of the rival? 
Is he to go without defence? Does Lord Beav- 
erbrook believe there is some system by which 
each can be stronger than the other? 

5. If, in order to be secure, we make our- 
selves stronger than a rival, does Lord Beaver- 
brook suggest that the rival will accept the 
situation and not resort to alliance making? 
And if the rival makes alliances are we to re- 
frain from resorting to the same weapon? 

6. From the time of Julius Caesar to Kaiser 
Wilhelm there has not been a single century in 
which we have not been drawn into the affairs 
of the Continent. Does Lord Beaverbrook 
really believe that, if isolationism was not noss- 
ible even for a remote island in ancient times, 
a great Empire in the days of the aeroplane 
can continue to pursue isolationism? 

7. Although we had no League Commit- 
ments in 1914 we were drawn in. Does Lord 
Zeaverbrook think we could have kept cut, that 
our entrance was a mistake? 

8. If he thinks our entrance a mistake, would 
he have regarded the victory of the Germanic 
powers as a matter of indifference? If so, why 
trouble about armaments at all? 

9. If, on grounds of national security, we 
cannot accept the preponderance of a foreign 
combination, why should we expect foreigners 
to accept ours? 

10. When the Peace Treaty was under dis- 
cussion did Lord Beaverbrook’s Press support 
the efforts of those who desired to moderate its 
terms? Or did it attack those “pro-Germans” 
with bitter personal abuse and raise against 
them easily excited nationalist prejudices? 

11. On what general grounds does Lord 
Beaverbrook differ from practically all the 
British statesmen and all the competent students 
in view of the fact that he said (Sunday Ex- 
press, September 11); “I am no authority on 
European _ politics. I cannot speak their 


language. I don’t want to. I don’t know their 
politicians. I don’t like them’? 
12. If a preferential agreement between 


Canada and Britain is good for Britain, why 
should an exactly similar arrangement between 
Argentine and Britain be bad? 

That's the sort of thing that comes from 
sticking one’s hands between the bars. Instead 
of an Angell my Lord Beaverbrook caught a 
Tartar. However he found rescue in his own 
philosophy. He resorted to a policy of isolation- 
ism himself. Instead of attempting to answer 
the questions he invited he made the following 
statement instead: 

“When I said I would answer questions, 
I had no idea that I should be confronted 
with such an immense catechism, It would 
take me a great deal of labour and time to 
answer the questions as they should be 
answered. In the busy life I lead, I do not 
have the opportunity to do so, It is too big 
a proposition for me”. 

All of the statement is doubtless 
especially the last eight words.

Dizziness 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


When you are dizzy, objects near you seem 
to be whirling around, the floor tilts under your 
feet and you have a disagreeable sensation of 
falling. While dizziness may last for only a sec- 
ond, a severe attack is usually accompanied by 
other symptoms such as black spots before the 
eyes and a sickened feeling at 
the pit of the stomach. 

A temporary dizziness may 
follow looking down from a 
height, or a scare which start- 
les you or may be due to be- 
ing rapidly turned around. 
The dizziness which is of in- 
terest to most of you is thot 
due to an abnormal condi 
in the body and is of 
type which often returns, © 
that the patient suffers from 
dizzy spells at various times. 

So many causes of dizziness exist, that it is 
impossible to tell what the exact cause may be 
in any particular case without knowing more 
than the fact that the patient becomes giddy. 
I do not encourage my readers to try to diag- 
nose the cause of their attacks for themselves, 
but advise them to have an examination made 
by a doctor who is best able to find out why 
the dizziness is appearing and whether it is a 
serious symptom or whether it is of little mean- 
ing and will be cured by simple treatment. 

In today’s article I will discuss some of the 
common causes of dizziness. Most cases of ver- 
tigo come from some trouble in the digestive 
organs, including the stomach, intestines, liver 
or gall-bladder. As you know, when you have 
a “sick” stomach or you are bilious, you are 
likely to become dizzy and when the body is 
poisoned from impurities absorbed from the 
large intestine, the same symptom may occur, 
In all of these conditions, wastes are carried in 
the blood until they reach the brain, where 
they act upon the brain centers which help ycu 
to keep your balance. The centers are tempor- 
arily jangled and you become confused regard- 
ing the relationship between your body and the 
objects near you. 

In maintaining your balance there must be 
at all times a close co-ordination between sev- 
eral parts: for example, news flashes from the 
eye tell the brain how close you are to bumping 
into an object nearby; another news flash from 
the ear, in which is located your chief organ 
or equilibrium, tells your brain if you are lean- 
ing to one side; and thousands of messages are 
flashing in from the nerves in your legs, arms 
and trunk, giving instant information as to your 
position and whether you are walking, standing 
and so on. The brain fits all of these news 
flashes together and you keep your balance. 
However, during the attack of dizziness, all of 
this precise timing is disturbed and you lose 
your balance. You feel as though you are lurch- 
ing, reeling or swaying. ’ 

From what I have said about the part played 
by the eye and ear you will readily understand 
that in order to keep your balance the messages 
from these organs must be correct. Jn diseased 
conditions, the messages may become distorted 
and produce dizziness. When vertigo is due to 
ear disorders, it is often associated with ringing 
noises; when due to eye defects, it may be com- 
pletely overcome when the eyes are correctly 
fitted with glasses. 

Dizziness is a common symptom in the fol- 
lowing disorders: high biood pressure, low blood 
pressure, hardening of the arteries, and anernia 
and may be present in gall-bladder trouble and 
heart disease. Toxic vertigo may occur when 
the body is poisoned by alcohol or quinine or 
during the systemic toxemia present during 
acute diseasse. 

If you are troubled with dizziness, I would 
advise you to use a cleansing diet and to avoid 
constipation to see if this brings about an im- 
provement. If these measures do not completely 
cure you, have your eyes tesetd as you may need 
glasses. When the dizziness persists after the 
dietetic treatment and after the eyes are tested, 
it is wise to consult a doctor who is good at 
diagnosing and have him tell you what disease 
is causing your attacks of vertigo.

A CENTRAL BANK 
Editor, Bulletin: Speaking in 
McDougall church about threc 
months ago, the Prime Minister 
stated that at the world confer- 


ence he had advocated the 
establishment of a central bank 
in all developed countries. In 
view of the fact that the bank- 
ing commission, of which Lord 
Macmillan was chairman, was 
not appointed till after the 
world conference, one is forced 
to the conclusion that the com- | 
mission knew what was ex- 
pected of it ‘before it got down | 
to business. Lord Macmillan 
prefaced the enquiry by the 
statement that the report of the 
commission would be a human 
document. 

On the strength of that state- 
ment, I wrote the commission 
chairman, expressing the opin- 
ion that as all power governing 
money was vested in the Dom- 
inion government, the act of 
handing over control of the 
national medium of exchange 
to private individuals or cor- 
porations, constituted an act of 
utter stupidity or rank crim- 
inality. This viewpoint was 
acknowledged as interesting 

In my opinion, the most out- 
standing and outrageous re- 
commendation of that commis- 
sion was for the establishment 
of a central bank, privately 
owned. I consider the bankers’ 
opposition to the report was 
nothing but camouflage. 

Financiers and politicians are 
frequently stressing the sound- 
ness of our banking institutions. 
They certainly are sound for 
the bankers (real money mak- 
ers, in fact), and the central 
bank as recommended will be 
pointed to as a further guar- 
antee of soundness. |

SKULL FRACTURE FATAL
